Production of ice cream in 
San Bernardino County during 
1925 showed. a substantial in- 
crease over the year 1924, ac- 
cording to figures made pub- 
lie. by the California Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

There were 56,702 gallons of 
ice cream manufactured in San 










































Seven deciduous crops: of San 
Bernardino County are covered in 
a spring spray schedule made pub- 
lic Saturday by Horticultural Com- 
missioner John P. Coy. In most 
districts of the county . spraying 
is already under way. 

The following schedule is ap 
plicable from year to year, ac 
cording to Mr. Coy. 

Peaches 

Delayed dormant. From swell- 
ing of buds until first blossoms 
open. 

For blight and leaf curl along, 
Bordeaux 5-5-10 (copper sulphate 
10 pounds, lime 10 pounds, to 
make 100 gallons of spray). 

For peach moth, blight leaf 
curl and San Jose scale: Lime 
sulphur, liquid, 10 gallons to make 
100 gallons spray; or, lime sul- 
phur, dry, 30 pounds to make 100 
gallons spray. (Neutral arsenate 
of lead, 3 pounds powder of 6 
pounds paste, may be added for 
the peach moth to make 100 gal- 
lons spray). 

Apricots 

Late dormant... Just before buds 
swell in the spring; also dormant, 
after leaves aze off until buds 
swell. 

For scale insects, moss lichens, 
brown mite eggs: Crude oil emul- 
sions, 10-12 gallons, to make 100 
gallons spray; or, heavy miscible 
oils, 7-8 gallons to make 100 gal- 
lons spray. ‘ 

For hard water or heavy moss 
add 2 pounds caustic soda (NaOH) 
to 100 gallons of water for the 
spray. 

Almonds 

Bud spray. From breaking of 
first buds to opening of blossoms. 

For . brown mite eggs, peach 
moth and brown rot: Lime sul- 
phur, liquid, 10 gallons to make 
100 gallons spray; or, lime sulphur,’ 
dry, 25 pounds to make 100, gal- 
lons spray. Mae ho kare 

For brown -rot and shot hole 
fungus alone, \ Bordeaux 5-6-50 
(copper sulphate 10 pounds, fresh 
lime 12°pournds; to maké 100° gal- 
lons spray). 

. Plum and Prune Trees 

Bud spray. Just when buds are 
breaking and before blossoms 
open. 

For scale, aphis eggs, brown 
mite eggs and brown rot: Lime 
sulphur, liquid, 10 gallons to make 
100 gallons spray; or lime #ulphur, 
dry, 30 pounds to make 100 gal- 
lons spray. 

Pear Trees 

Delayed dormant. Wheh buds

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Virginia offered his motion in Congress that 
“these united colonies are and of right ought 
to be free and independent states, that they 
are absolved from all allegiance to the British 
crown, and that.all political connection _be- 
tween them and the State of Great Britain is 
and ought to be totally dissolved.’’ This re- 
solution was adopted on July 2, when John 
Adams, who had seconded it, declared that the 
day ‘‘marked the most memorable epoch in 
the history of America,’’ and should be ob- 
served ‘‘by succeeding generations as the 
great anniversary festival, to be solemnized 
with pomp and, parade, with shows, games, 
sports, guns, bells} bonfires and illuminations, 
from one end of the continent to the other, 
from this time forward forevermore.’’ Pre- 
viously a committee, of which Thomas Jeffer- 
son was ckairman, had been appointed to draw 
up a declaration. This committee reported on 
June 28, but it was not discussed until Lee’s 
resolution had been adopted. It was on 
Thursday, July 4, 1776, when Congress finally 
went into committee of the whole, with John 
Hancock in the chair, to debate the declara- 
tion. It was unanimously adopted and became 
our revered Declaration of Independence. 
Then, after it had been engrossed on parch- 
ment, it was signed on August 2 by all the 
members of Congress. 

And so we have the Glorious Fourth. The 
date of ‘the adoption of the Declaration would 
seem to be more inspiring than the date of the 
formal signing of the immortal document that 
was agreed to on July.4.

The following review of 
business conditions, suppiied | 
The News by the service de- 
partment of the Commercial 
National Bank, will prove of 
interest to News readers: 

As we enter the fourth 
month, business shows- unmis- 
takable signs of slowing down. 
At this point, our good friend, 
the 1925 boom, who has been 
with us for the first ‘three 
stages of the journey, now: 
_ leaves us to travel the rest of 
jthe road alone. In other words, 
business so far this ‘year has 
been going ahead on the mo- 
mentum from the record year 
of prosperity just closed. That 
momentum is now lost. 

No Danger of Real Depression 

From now on the pace is 
likely to be slower, though not 
necessarily downward, as many 
observers predict; or if down- 
ward the slope will not be 
sharp, if we can trust the signs 
ahead of us. It may be stated 
again with a fair degree of 
certainty, as it was at the be- 
ginning of the year, that 1926 
gives no indication of being a 
bad year or.of ushering in a 
period of depression, but it will 
very likely show much less’ ac- 
tivity than its predecessor. 
That fairly states the situation 
at its probable worst. _ 

General Conditions Funda- 

mentally Sound — 

General conditions through- 
out the country are excellent. 
Prosperity is more evenly dis-. 
tributed than im several years, |g 
‘the number of depressed indus- 
tries is small, employment is 
good, and the agricultural out- 
look more than fair. 

On the Pacific Coast there 
has been marked improvement 
and*in some lines record activ- 
ity. The south, with its large 
edtton crop is doing well not- 
withstanding the low price of 
its staple. Truck and fruit 
gardening in the East is mak- 
ing a favorable showing. Only 
in the wheat and corn belts of 
ythe Middle West is there less 
prosperity, but even here the

Downtown .streets were flooded 
from morning until night, the wa- 
ter at times topping both side- 
walks and curbs and entering busi- 
ness establishments. Two foot 
bridges in Meadowbrook Park were 
taken out when Warm Creek rose 
above the level of the bridge 
flooring. Another bridge was has- 
tily anchored by cables, as were 
power line poles. 

Approaches to other bridges, 
notably on Arrowhead Avenue and 
Third Street, were damaged to a 
minor, degree. 

Two persons received minor in- 
juries while wading over flooded 
streets. 

A 750-gallon pumper was kept 
busy during the day at the Ander- 
son building basement at Third 
and E Streets, where water poured 
into the excavation and under- 
mined sidewalks, pavement and 
endangered foundations of adjoin- 
ing buildings. To make things 
worse, a water main gave way. 

The rear wall of the new Cad- 
illac garage on E Street, between 
Ninth and Tenth, settled when 
Town Creek backed up. A too- 
small culvert was blamed. 

Asphalt paving on Mountain 
View and Arrowhead Avenues and 
on E Street was badly torn in 
spots by the flood waters. 

During the afternoon one of the 
pumpers fro mthe fire department 
pumped out the basement of 
Towne-Allison Store No. 4 = at 
Fourth and D Streets. Mayor Hol- 
comb announced last night that 
the department would pump out 
any basement today if the prop- 
erty owner would erect barricades 
so. that more water would not 
enter. 

Third and E Streets, where 

cross-currents of flood waters met, 
the water surged over the side- 
walk into the excavation for the 
foundation of the new Anderson 
building. 
Fire Department Pumps Out Water 
¢ At 11 o’clock, a water pipe broke 
and shot water into the pit, rais- 
ing the level. The fire department 
was called and a pumper was put 
to work pumping the flood waters 
out of the excavation. 

E Street was roped off and 
scores of spectators ood under 
awnings across the street, mo-

At Fourth and E Streets, work- 
men hurriedly threw up dykes

Part of the 
ground floor was inundated, and 
at the Southern Sierras Power 
Company office, 50 feet east, an- 
other improvised dam was thrown 
up. 

D. Street was a torrent, the 
water reaching from the doors of 
business houses on either side and 
running from six to eight inches 
deep over the Pacific Blectric car 
tracks.

Building construction seems 
also to have passed its peak, 
and ‘the steadily declining 
prices of raw material may be 
taken as a forecast of a slow- 
ing down in general activity. 

Foreign Trade Balance 
Unfavorable 

Our foreign trade figures, 
too, show an unfavorable bal- 
ance for the first two months 
of the year. Prices on foreign 
goods are coming down and 
this means increased competi- 
tion with home products. 

The enormous and increasing 
flood of installment buying 
would indicate an unrestrained 
tendeney on tlie part of: the 
public, which admittedly is not 
a factor of strength. It is esti- 
mated that 17% of all consum- 
er goods are now sold on the 
installment plan. _, 

Further Liquidation in Stocks 

The serious set-back to 
stocks a few weeks ago was 
not generally ‘taken very se- 


riously. It was regarded prin- 
cipally in the light of a 


? 


‘*speculators’ seramble’’ which 
did not affect one way or an- 
other the sound fundamental 
prosperity of the country. A 
second erash in prices which 
occurred at the very end of 
March may be no more sig- 
nificant than was the first, but 
it indicates a tide of opinion, 
whether reliable or not, to the 
effect that a definite check to 
our prosperity may take place 
in the coming months. So far, 
there is little to support this 
view. All that has been said 
in the foregoing in frankly 
facing the unpleasant aspects 
of the’ Situation should not be 
taken as in the least pessimis- 
tie in tone. 

No Occasion for Pessimism 

As things stand today, we 
have every reason to expect 
1926 to be a good year—but 
not so good as last year. If 
that be pessimism, it at least 
does not give us very much to 
worry about.

The Jumper Frock is More I 
Its Influence 


HE woman who prides herself 
on being strictly up-to-date— 
even a bit ahead of the season 
—in her apparel will consider 
the two-piece frock and the place 
it is occupying in the new mode. 
‘And its value does not consist, 
wholly, in its practicality, although 
it is a fundamental in the wardrobe 
that aims at versatility, and this is 
proven by the fact that one-piece 
models are simulating two pieces. 
from dawn until midnight—or 
dawn again—the two-piece idea 
prevails in all sorts of attire. 
Whether the particular display 
is of foreign or domestic models, 
one is impressed with the variety, 
smartness and differentness that 
characterizes the type of frock that 
is coming to be known as 
“Varieuse.” And there are very 
few details of the general frock 
mode—if any—-that are omitted 
from some one of the many inter- 


pretations of this idea. Fashion is, | 


apparently, placing her faith in the 
two-piece gown, and doing so with 
assurance and a most unusual 
peace of mind. <7, 

If the progress of an idea—from 
a fad to a vogue to a fundamental 
—is of interest to you, then the 
two-piece dress is worthy of your 
study. And the advance from a 
sports costume to the approved 
ensemble for afternoon and eve- 
ning has been rapid. Women who 
must dress acceptably on a limited 
budget find it a genuine gift that 
was,. seemingly, conceived for the 
purpose of adding variety, and an 
economical variety, to their ward- 
robe, 

Many Fabrics Contrifute Their 

Beauty ; 
whether it is genuinely two-piece, 
or. looks two-piece. but is really 
one, this convenient frock looks 
with favor on practically every 
usable material. From the sleeve- 
less tennis blouse with matching 
skirt to the dinner frock of 
Georgette, starry with French bead 
embroideries, the way is hung with 
lengths of cotton, silk and wool, 
as well as the many novelties that 
find. rayon fn aid to beauty. And 
details of styling depend on fabrics 
for their charm. 

Balbriggan and the many weaves 
of jersey, all the crepes, all the 
silks—not forgetting the newly 
popular taffetas, Rajah, Shantung 
and Chinese damask, lace and 
chiffon, the twills, serges and men’s 
wear materials, this is a partial, 
but by no means pll-inclusive list. 
If. one is selecting materials with 
the idea of combination in mind, it 
is well to consider colors as weil 
as fabrics, for even when a skirt 
of one frock will combine-—so far 
as its textile is concerned—with 
the jumper of another, there still 
remains the question of color be- 
fore the combination can be ot- 
fected. 

But colors are worthy of a dis- 
sertation wholly their own, as are 
fabrics. For the present only the 
warning, for while success depends 
in no small measure on shades and 

* textures, details are—for the mo-

ment—of the utmost importance. 
What shall the skirt be? What 
length and form the jumper? 
What the most important of the 
decorative effects that fashion is 
applying to the frock mode in gen- 
eral and the two-piece frock in 
particular? 


Both Lines And Details Are Subtle 


It is generally known that there 
are two silhouettes—the flared and 
the seemingly straight, which 
breaks into motion when the wearer 
moves, and is called kinetic. The 
greater part of the two-piece 
models favor the latter, and is the 
more practical for the purpose. 
There are some perfectly plain 
skirts that remind us of the days 
of the. tube silhouette, and give 
rise to the rumor, heard now and 
then, that the chemise and tube 
silhouettes are to return, 

But this is extremely doubtful. 
There is beauty as well as freedom 
in the wider hemline, and it af- 
fords a variety that the slim sil- 
houette does not. So we find the 
flared skirt, the gathered skirt and 
the skirt that is pleated in*many 
different ways, the latter falling 
straight when not in motion. In 
fact, there is a real vogue for 
pleats,. and they begin with mere 
tucks—turned in or out—and ex- 
tend to the all-the-way-round 
pleated skirt. 

Illustrating this, one sees frocks 
with a skirt fulled@ onto a yoke, the 
hemline scalloped to match the 
jumper, which in turn, is scalloped 
around the bottom and around the 
neckline, which opens half way 
down the front. Another skirt has 
side pleats, another kick pleats in 
front and a third springs into a 
flare below a molded hipline. One 
model, in-a gay print, has a full 
overskirt over a narrow Slip, the 
everskirt shirred onto @ shallow 
yoke, 

Jumpers Vary In Length And Detail 


While there is a tendency to 
lengthen the jumper, some of the 
very new models taking on the 
proportions of a tunic, the straight, 
unfitted middy type is unfailingly 
popular, and if becoming, the asnart 
jumper fs not too long. Belts have 
made their appearance, as was in- 
evitable in a mode that relies on 
elaboration for much of its charm, 
and the jumper does not detract in 
any way from the seemingly im- 
perative snugness of hip. Some- 
times the belt is simulated by 2 
atitched down band of the fabric. 

Gleeves are as varied as is permis- 
sible with this somewhat tailored 
fashion. It is tailored, you see, for 
daytime purposes, but when eve- 
ning comes sleeves have a habit of 
disappearing from the picture. 
With the popular “sailor” Jumper 
the long, fitted sleeve is good, but 
this sailor jumper is incorporated 
into an evening frock only to be 
beaded in the necklace line and 
tled in at the waist with a sash. 
The skirt has no beading whatso- 
ever. 

The gilet, the plastron and the 


effect of a plair. plastron—are used 
a very great deal. Self trimming 


is better liked than any other, and | 


the early models find varying uses 
for the scarf collar. Many of the 
jumpers have pockets — patch 
variety or tailored in. There are 
high necks, of course, but the 
woman who is looking ahead will 
find a convertible neck more to 
her liking—for it will not always 
be winter. 
Models Ilustrate The Mode 

How thoroughly pleats have caPp- 
tured fashicn’s fancy the sailor- 
jumper model, with fine-pleated 
skirt will prove, Refusing to be 
pleated all-the-way round, no 
waste is allowed and the surplus 
pleats are fitted into the waist 
below the yoke and above the 
pockéts. Fine tailoring is impera- 
tive on a frock of this type, and 
the necessary feminine touch is 
provided by a youthful collar and 
straight cuffs of woven ribbon. 


A useful model of balbriggan | 


shows its exquisite tailoring in line 
as well as finish—note the pockets. 
But it has yielded to the flair for 
decoration, ‘not only cuffing its 
straight sleeves with satin and 
matching them with a collar and 
tie, but essaying embroidery in @ 
single motif. The skirt shows 
three pleats that are, you will 
notice, stitched down far enough 
to assure the molded hip line. 
Sports in its inspiration, this frock 
may go shopping of a morning. 


When Success Is A Matter Of 
Lines 


In the model of white balbriggan 
there is a deal of subtlety—all ap- 
plied to the jumper; the skirt, you 
will notice is as straight as straight 
can be. The overblouse has a half 
yoke, is fitted at the hipline by 
means of buttons that give the 
jumper a semi-blouse effect, and 
the scarf collar completes a model 
that is unusual in its simplicity, yet 
uncopiable, except by an expert. 
Blouse effects are a comparatively 
new note in this particular type of 
costume, 

Pleats again, in the skirt of the 
cloth frock that belongs to the day- 
time mode. Contrasting-with the 
plainness of the skirt, the jumper 
is decidedly ornate, especially as 
to sleeves and neckline. Under- 
sleeves of a contrasting material or 
of lingerie are much in favor, and 
what is known as the “lingerie 
touch” makes even the simplest 
frock attractive.

What Two Fabrics Will Do 

When a model is not selt- 
trimmed, the use of two materials 
provides trimming—as pictured. 
The skirt takes a band of the 
jumper fabric and the jumper is 
cuffed and coflared and the tiny 
pocket edged with the skirt ma- 
terial, This shows the possibilities 
of combining two separate cos- 
tumes by wearing the skirt of one 
and the jumper of the other, or 
vice versa. -

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~ LINGERIE! 


HEN the silhouette changes, 
every article of apparel and 
every accessory changes, as 
a matter of course. The 
past few seasons have impressed 
upon us the value of harmony of 
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\ 
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parts, and it has been the ensemble 
idea that has taught us. The hats, 
the shoes, the scarfs and costume 
jewelry of yesteryear are quite as 
much out of the picture as fhe pan- 
cake hat and the pompadour. And 
it is, or should be, so with lingerie. 
If you are neglecting that im- 
portant item in your wardrobe, 
then you are at fault. 

You may have found that your 
straight line costume slip is little 
more than @ nuisance-—certainly 
not an aid—in the assembling of 
your costume which features a 
flared skirt. Costume slips are 
taking on width by many subtle uses 
of the circular effect; they are, too, 
finding pleats of vaiue, and best of 
all, one may, in time of dire need, 
use her costume slip as & founda- 
tion for a jumper or tunic. There 
is no single item of more im- 
portance, but there are many of 
equal value in the ensemble. 

You have, no doubt, already set- 
tled in your mind the type of gar- 
ment that you like best, and have 
decided preferences as to fabric, 
color and trimming—if trimming 
you like. There is something to 
say for glove silk—it is beautiful 
and clings to the figure, for lawns 
and batistes, foreign made, with 
fine embroideriese—they wash 80 
satisfactorily, for the crepes— 
they, too, are beautiful and really 
serviceable. Fabric, then, is @ 
matter of opinion and practicality 
for one’s individual needs. 

We are approaching the season 
when fine voile will be generally 
displayed, and it is, of course, & 
most appropriate warm weather 
material. But the newcomer—in 
lingerie as Jin dress tabrics—is 
rayon, and already the shops are 
full of underthings made of this 
new fabric, And novelty fabrics 
are appearing, many of them using 
this new fiber in combination with 
cotton or silk. 

But the fundamental of funda- 
mentals is thé corset—for a corset 
is now imperative. ‘True, it may 
be little more than & bit of cloth 
and elastic, but it decides the fate
